Bookseller, almost as uncertain. To obviate some of these difficulties, 
the New York Publishers’ Association propose to issue ‘ The American 
Publishers’ Circular, and Literary Gazette,” on the following plan :— 

1. To combine in one, the circulars, so to speak, of the various 
Publishers of the country, and thus, by dividing the cost of 
printing, &c., among many, to materially reduce the expense to 
each. 

2. By giving in its columns such information and Literary intelli- 
gence as will make it, aside from the advertisements, an absolute 
necessity to all Booksellers. 

8. To issue the paper in a neat, compact, and convenient form; so 
that all who receive it will find it to their interest to bind the 
numbers,and preserve them as a volume for reference. 

4. Lewegulate and riodify, from time to time, the price of the paper, 
and of the advertising, so as to cover the actual expenses only. 

The advantages set forth in the above plan, it is believed, are not 
afforded by any paper now published; and should the trade, through- 
out the country, cordially co-operate with the Association in its endea- 
vors, we feel assured,that both the Publisher and the Bookseller would 
be benefited in the highest degree. 

It is absolutely necessary for the Bookseller to have as perfect a 
knowledge as possible of all books published, both in this and foreign 
countries, so that he need turn away no customer unsatisfied. The 
“ Publishers’ Circular” will give full and accurate lists of all new pub- 
lications, American and foreign, in every number; together with liter- 
ary intelligence, statistics, and various information connected with the 
publishing world. 

It would undoubtedly relieve the Bookseller of a laborious task if 
he could obtain an insight into the contents of the books he sells with- 
out the necessity of thoroughly perusing them. It is almost abso- 
lutely necessary that he should do so, to enable him to represent the 
utility and merits of the work offered in an intelligent and reliable 
manner. To relieve the bookseller from this task, it is proposed to 
devote a portion of the paper to brief epitomes of all new publications 
sent for notice in its columns. The paper, however, will attempt no 
criticisms; it will simply record facts. The principal object of the 
paper, “ to promote the acquisition and circulation of early and authentic 
intelligence on all subjects connected with Publishing and the Trade in 
Books,” will be carried out with all possible faithfulness, 

It will preserve many of the features of the Literary Gazette, here- 
tofore so creditably published by Mr. Norton; but will be issued weekly 
instead of semi-monthly. It will be published under the supervision of 
the Committee of the Publishers’ Association, who have made arrange- 
ments with Mr. Norton, as Assistant Secretary and Librarian, to attend

- THE NEW YORK PUBLISHERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


Iv the course of a casual conversation between two or three pub- 
lishers, in March last, it was suggested that there were some matters 
of general interest to the trade respecting which it seemed desirable 
that there should be consultation. To effect this, a meeting of the 

















trade was proposed, and, in order to secure the attendance of some 
members from other cities, then in New York, was called the same 
day. At this meeting conversation was had upon several matters, 
prominent among which was that of Trade Sales. For many years 
there had been no action of the trade as a body in respect to these 
sales. Meanwhile important changes in their plan had gradually taken 
place. It seemed the unanimous opinion of those present that there 
were serious evils in the plan of conducting sales then in vogue, and 
that some modification was desirable. 

Mention having been made of a “Trade Sale Committee,” whose 
names appeared semi-annually on the Trade Sale Catalogues, it was 
stated that no such committee had been appointed by the trade for 
eighteen years, at least. It was supposed that the announcement on 
the catalogue was a mere matter of form, and that the gentlemen whose 
names thus appeared did not themselves claim to have any authority 
from the trade to represent them. 

It was finally determined to appoint a committee to ascertain, as 
far as practicable, the views of the trade with regard to the sales, and 
to report some plan for their management. An adjourned meeting, to 
which every publisher in the city was invited, was held April 5. The 
committee reported a very general desire among the trade that there 
should be changes in the plan of Trade Sales, which “ is found objec- 
tionable,” says the report, “ in that it does not presewt sufficient induce- 
ment to important buyers to secure their attendance ; so that by no 
meaus as desirable a company as under other circumstances might be 
expected, has latterly been collected; in that books are sold in the 
smallest quantities to the smallest dealers, and, in some cases, even to 
those who are not dealers, thus reducing and confusing prices, without 
any corresponding advantage ; in that, as a consequence of the circum- 
stance first named, comparatively no facilities are afforded for the 
introduction of new books, the working off balances of editions, or for 
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the general purposes which are the object of Trade Sales. An essential 
for a successful sale is a good company of buyers. All the hoped-for 
advantages are dependent upon this. Under the plan now adopted, of 
putting in very small quantities of books, and then of withdrawing 
even these if they do not bring entirely satisfactory prices, important 
dealers can find little inducement to attend the sales.’’ 

Alluding to the fact that the success of the sales depends, in a large 
measure, upon the active interest which publishers themselves take in 
them, the report says, “ There seems to be no question but that Trade 
Sales should be under the direction of the Trade. Those who con- 
tribute the books sold, should have the privilege of determining upon 
what conditions and under what arrangements they shall be sold. As 
publishers and booksellers, we are the persons whose interests are 
affected, and should be best capable of determining how the most bene- 
ficial results may be obtained. It is not deemed necessary to enlarge 
upon this point, as your Committee know of but one opinion in respect 
to it.” 

Finally, it was recommended that an association of book publishers 
be formed, that there might be concerted action not only with regard 
to this,-but also respecting other matters in which publishers are mu- 
tually interested. The proposition was favorably received, and after 
some discussion an association was formed. 

As soon as the organization was effected, measures were taken to 
obtain more definitely the views of the trade in respect to the sales, 

A circular containing a number of inquiries, and inviting an ex- 
pression of views in the matter, was addressed to publishers, generally. 
The answers to these showed that the trade sympathized heartily with 
the movement in New York, and nearly all were in favor of certain 
changes in the Trade Sale plan. From the information thus obtained, 
the details of a scheme for Trade Sales were arranged, which 
was in substance that which is to be carried out in the sale in Phila- 
delphia commencing Sept. 11th, and in that in New York commencing 
18th September. In order to test yet more fully the question, as to how 
completely this plan met the views of the trade, it was again submitted 
to them, with the request that those who intended to contribute to this 
sale (and, as a consequence, to no other in New York, the same season), 
would signify that fact. With the exception of a very small minority, all 
the principal publishers put their names to an agreement to contribute 
to this sale only. Meanwhile Messrs. Bangs, Brother & Co. were invited 
to conduct the first sale in New York, under the regulations adopted by 
the Association. After some hesitation, these gentlemen accepted, on 
condition that the regulation requiring the auctioneers to hold no 
other Trade Sale in New York should be waived, as they had already 
announced a sale for the 4th September. 

The Trade in Philadelphia have also, through their committee, 
adopted regulations for their own sale, similar to those of the New 
York Publishers’ Association sales. 

The Catalogues contain very large quantities of books, and as all 
these are to be sold to the highest bidder, without reserve, very large 
companies will undoubtedly be attracted. It will be remembered that 
in recent sales (and in that advertised by Messrs. Bangs, Brother & Co. 
for the 4th inst.), the contributor has had the right to withdraw any 
book which did not bring a satisfactory price. Purchasers have com- 
plained of this feature, as one which made the whole matter a mere 
farce, and prevented any possibility of obtaining books at low prices. 
Under the new regulations, all books must be sold at what they will bring. 

The plan adopted seems to promise most favorably ; yet it should 
be remembered that the Publishers’ Association are not wedded to this, 
or any particular plan for sales, Their object is to adopt that which 
shall on the whole prove best. 

A conveniently arranged room has been opened by the Association 
as its head-quarters, and a sort of booksellers’ exchange, in Appletons’ 
Building, No. 348 Broadway. Besides the leading Periodicals which 
will be kept on file, it is proposed that publishers should place in this 
room specimens of their publications, where they can be referred to 
by booksellers, teachers, and others, who are invited to make free use 





of its facilities when in New York. It is supposed that it will be an 
advantage to publishers to have their books where they will thus come 
under the observation of prominent purchasers. 

Another important work of the Association has been the establish- 
ment of the “ American Publishers’ Circular,” the plan and purposes of 
which are more fully set forth in another column. The cordial co-ope- 
ration already extended to it by the trade generally, evinces their con- 
viction of its practical utility. 

Other measures, looking to the benefit of the trade, have been pro- 
posed and discussed, some of which will probably in due time be car- 
ried into effect, while others have been dismissed as unwise or imprac- 
ticable. That much practical good may be expected from the Asso- 
ciation, we believe those who have been familiar with its workings thus 
far, are convinced. It was at first contemplated that there should be 
three Associations, one being in Philadelphia and another in Boston, 
and the constitution of the New York Association was therefore so 
drawn as to admit only members of the trade, residing in New York. 
As, however, no movement has yet been made to form these other 
Associations, an alteration was recently made in the constitution, by 
which publishers generally, without reference to their residence, are 
eligible to membership. It was the purpose in commencing this arti- 
cle to enter somewhat more in detail into a consideration of the advan- 
tages hoped for from such an organization, but so much space has al- 
ready been occupied, that it will be necessary to defer this to a future 


number.

New members will be entitled to all the rights and privileges of the 
earliest ; and as a prominent object of the Association is to promote 
harmony, good understanding and social intercourse among ALL mem- 
bers of the trade in every section, it is hoped that no Publisher will 
decline to join in promoting such an object.
